In recognizing leaders of 
our Charlevoix area, it cer- 
tainly is essential to high- 
light Dan Barron and what 
he means to our commu- 
nity, as well as the 
Charlevoix Venetian Festi- 
val. 

Asa brief background, 
Dan has his law firm, Bar- 
ron & Engstrom, and he and 
his wife, Paula, have Barron 
Title Agency. He served for 
many years on our Down- 
town Development Author- 
ity, served as President of 
our Chamber of Commerce, 
and has helped numerous 
other community organiza- 
tions. 

Dan’s leadership of the 
Charlevoix Venetian Festi- 
val has had an incredibly 
positive impact on our com- 
munity. The Venetian his- 
tory — Venetian began in 
1930, initially with boat 
races and a boat parade, fol- 
lowed in more recent years 
by national concerts and 
our famed fireworks, which 
are widely recognized as 
among the tops in America. 

In 1997 there was a disas-

ter that rocked our commu- 
nity. An explosion during 
the fireworks killed one per- 
son and severely injured 
several others. It was truly 
a tragedy which shook and 
affected virtually everyone. 
Some recognized that, 
aside from the terrible acci- 
dent during the fireworks, 
if we could learn from the 
accident and employ safe 
guards, fireworks could be 
safe going forward. Six pri- 
vate citizens, including Dan 
Barron, stepped up, formed 
a non-profit organization 
and committed to continu- 
ing Venetian's celebration 


of Charlevoix. 

In 1998, there were no 
fireworks during the festi- 
val, but a year later, in ‘99, 
Venetian reinstated fire- 
works. The fireworks are 
now as safe as possible. 

As mentioned above, our 
fireworks are recognized as 
one of the most sensational 
displays in the country. 
They have become a show- 
case and symbol of our spe- 
cial and beautiful 
community. 

Over the number of years 
that Dan has been our 
guide, the festival has ex- 
panded from two or three 


Sex Offender Sen- 
tenced to Prison 


JAMIE JACKLYN 


38rd Circuit Court Judge 
Roy C. Hayes III sentenced 
Jamie Michael Jacklyn, 31, 
East Jordan, to serve five to 
15 years in prison after he 
was convicted earlier of 
criminal sexual conduct in 
the second degree. 

Jacklyn was convicted on 
April 21, 2022 following a 
two and a half-day jury 
trial. The jury was dead- 
locked and unable to reach 
a verdict on three counts of 
criminal sexual conduct, 
first degree. 

At trial, witnesses heard 
testimony that Jacklyn, 
then 29 years old, engaged 
in sexual activity with a 12- 
year-old in 2020 on numer- 
ous occasions. 

After the jury reached its 
verdict, and after Jacklyn 
was taken into custody, he 
escaped from a court officer 
and attempted to run from 
the courtroom. He was 
caught and detained by 
other police officers and 
court personnel. 

At sentencing, Charlevoix 
County Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Mary Farrell 
spoke about the trauma that 
the child victim had suf- 
fered. She also indicated 
that the victim had been 
further traumatized in see- 
ing the defendant break 
away from police and run 
toward the spectators, in- 
cluding her, in the court- 
room. 

Jacklyn’s defense attor- 
ney, Edward Engstrom, ar- 
gued that the victim had not 
been affected by the sexual 
assaults or the defendant's 
courtroom actions. 

Hayes responded by 
pointing out that the 29- 
year-old Jacklyn had en- 
gaged in predatory 
behavior, treating the 12- 
year-old like she was his 
“girlfriend.” The judge also 
noted that in these types of 
cases, the effects often last a 
survivor's entire life. 

Farrell indicated that she 
had spoken with jurors who 
indicated that they were 
deadlocked 11-1 in favor of 
conviction on the more seri- 
ous charges of criminal sex- 
ual conduct, first degree. 
Farrell's comments were in 
response to Engstrom’s ar- 
guments regarding what the 
jury had and had not de- 
cided with their verdict. 

Jacklyn may still face re- 
trial on the criminal sexual 
conduct, first degree 
charges as well as potential

similar charges in Antrim 
County. 

In addition to the prison 
time, Hayes ordered that 
Jacklyn undergo sex of- 
fender treatment, lifetime 
registration as a sex of- 
fender and lifetime elec- 
tronic monitoring.

Eight-Time Drunk 
Driver Sent to Prison 


MARK WOLOCH 


Mark David Woloch, 46, 
Boyne City, was sentenced 
to serve 26 to 60 months in 
prison on a charge of oper- 
ating while intoxicated, 
third offense today in the 
33rd Circuit Court. Woloch 
had pleaded guilty on April 
8 


The drunk driving con- 
viction was actually 
Woloch’s eighth but under 
Michigan law, third offenses 
or greater are treated as the 
same charge. Woloch was 
previously convicted of 
three felonies and 15 misde- 
meanors, in Michigan, Ohio 
and Florida. 

On October 10, 2021, 
Woloch was driving errati- 
cally in the city of Boyne 
City when he was stopped 
by police. He refused a pre- 
liminary breath test at the 
side of the road as well asa 
test at the jail after his ar- 
rest. A search warrant was 
obtained for Woloch’s blood 
which was drawn and tested 
and revealed a blood-alco- 
hol level of .243% two hours 
after the traffic stop. 

Secretary of State records 
show that Woloch had been 
in three alcohol-related 
crashes previously, one of 
which resulted in an injury. 

“This defendant is a tick- 
ing time bomb,” Charlevoix 
County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Allen Telgenhof said at 
sentencing. “He not only ap- 
parently can’t stop drink- 
ing, he refuses to stop 
driving despite having no 
valid driver’s license.” 

Telgenhof pointed out 
that it appeared that despite 
having his license sus- 
pended or revoked since 
2007, he was caught driving 
in 2007, 2008, 2011, 2012, 2015, 
2017, 2019, 2020 and 2022. 

“T want to commend offi-

Cody Michael Marr, 31, 
East Jordan and Aaron Cur- 
tis Jones, 42, East Jordan 
were each sentenced to 
prison today in the 33rd Cir- 
cuit Court on charges re- 
lated to domestic assaults. 

Marr was sentenced to 
serve 18 to 60 months ona 
conviction of domestic vio- 
lence, third offense, related 
to an incident that occurred 
in December 2021 in the city 
of East Jordan. He also was 
sentenced to serve 12 
months concurrently on a 
charge of resisting and ob- 
structing a police officer. 

Jones received 28 to 60 
months on a charge of at- 
tempted assault by strangu- 
lation that occurred on 
January 30, 2022 also in 
East Jordan. He also was 
given a concurrent sentence 
of 93 days on a charge of do- 
mestic violence. 

Both cases were prose- 
cuted by Charlevoix County 
Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Kerry Zahner. 

Marr was previously con- 
victed of two felonies and 14 
misdemeanors. 

Jones was on probation 
for operating while intoxi- 
cated at the time of his ac- 
tions and violated a 
personal protection order 
which had prevented him 
from having contact with 
her.

The importance of listening 
and how we may improve 


BY JOHN KEYSER 


Having worked with a 
number of highly success- 
ful CEOs, I’ve learned that 
out of all the business acu- 
men they have acquired 
over the years, attentive lis- 
tening has been the num- 
ber one key to many 
leaders’ effectiveness. 

And, not surprisingly, 
when surveying team 
members of leaders who 
were seeking to improve 
their leadership skills, lis- 
tening was frequently cited 
as the needed area for im- 
provement. 

Tn 360 leadership assess- 
ments and other surveys 
administered on behalf of 
my clients, the following 
has been the most frequent 
feedback from team mem- 
bers: 

“My boss needs to a bet- 
ter listener.” 

“She/he needs to listen 
to our ideas.” 

“She/he doesn’t listen to 
me, which indicates to me 
that he doesn’t really care 
about me.” 

Listening isn’t necessar- 
ily natural 
Our ability to retain what 
we hear is substantially 
limited. In fact, surveys re- 
veal that we generally only 
remember 20% to 50% of 
what we hear. Further, a 
Harvard Business Review 
article cites research indi- 
cating that within 48 hours, 
we only retain 25% of what 
we've heard. 

So, while many people 
think that they are good lis- 
teners, they’re actually not! 

Fortunately, listening, 
like all other skills, can be 
improved! And we can be 
assured that improving our 
listening will also improve 
our leadership and your 
overall success. With spe- 
cific self-observation prac- 
tices, anyone can begin to 
improve their listening. 

We may think we're lis- 
tening...and find that we're 
not 
Take, for example, one of 
my clients, a financial serv- 
ices executive, who felt 
frustrated and stuck. She 
believed her career within 
her company had 
plateaued. She also ob- 
served that her direct re- 
ports were not as engaged 
with her personally as she 
would like. In our work to- 
gether, I gathered feedback 
from these team members 
and learned that many of 
them felt as if she did not 
listen to them. They noted 
that she tended to jump to 
conclusions before they fin- 
ished speaking. It bothered 
them that she sometimes 
even finished their sen- 
tences. 

My client was completely 
surprised by the feedback 
she received. Nevertheless, 
she immediately went to 
work on changing these 
habits. In a short amount 
of time, she began noticing 
a difference in how her 
team members interacted 
with her and with each an- 
other. The spirit and enthu- 
siasm of her team 
members increased. Her

improved listening was def- 
initely noticed and appreci- 
ated. The change was also 
reflected in her team’s fi- 
nancial results, which ex- 
ceeded the annual goals. 

Women can lead the cre- 
ation of “listening compa- 
nies” 

I would like to note that 
this example is somewhat 
unique, as women are gen- 
erally much better listen- 
ers than men. This fact has 
been validated in my work 
with my clients, specifically 
in the ratings and com- 
ments from 360 assess- 
ments. 

Attentive and purposeful 
listening is essential to 
highly effective leadership. 
Thus, purposeful listening 
is an advantage that 
women have over men. 
Would we regularly hear 
the we vs. they dynamic of 
middle management vs. 
senior management and 
field vs. home office if more 
women were in top roles? I 
don’t think so. Listening 
makes a very important 
and positive difference. 

What I'd like to see is 
women point out just how 
important listening is, act 
as role models, and 
even help our companies 
become listening compa- 
nies, companies that listen 
to not only our clients, but 
also to our people. That is 
transformation, and it is 
best lead by women. 

My invitation and en- 
couragement is to recog- 
nize that no matter how 
good a listener we may 
think we are, there is al- 
ways room for improve- 
ment. By recognizing the 
importance of listening, 
and making a commitment 
to improving, the quality of 
our leadership and rela- 
tionships will definitely im- 
prove.
